It was n .t a cordUl reception, bn: m»k’ng 
tbc best of circnmstanctn, Mr. Monroe an- 
noonoeil that by virtoe of bis ceilldcate of olee- 
tion from the ^retnry ol State, and the writ- 
ten acknowledgment of Mr. Bannabel, be pro- 
c'aimedhlm^t Mayor of .New Orleans. 

He advised the memters e’cct to the Alder- 
manic boards to prepare their oaths of office at 
once, owing to circumstancei- which would be 
txplalntd. This was done, and the Board of 
Aiocnren were at once swum in. aud reared to 
the room which was need lor the stssioiu of 
the B oard pGor to the war. 

Bclore iLtiring, however, Mr. Monroi ad- 
die sed them aa tuJows: 

Ocnr/caMM.- I have been permitted by General 
Canby to organize a dvU government tor the 
City of New Orleans, in accordance with the 
expruaed will of the people. MyfancUaosas 
Mayor, however, are tnsr'Ooded temporarily, aa 
cbfcrges have been prelerred agsiost me and 
sgiinst a member of the BoardJ of Aiviermsn 
(wtiirh one I know not) as coming within the 
exceptions to pardon made by Freiidmt J ahn- 
son's proclamation. Which cxcei>Uon it is, I 
cam Ol say, nnleM the 6-2(1 000 cisiue (Can- 
eiderable amUing.) It, therefore, ia ioenmbent 
u|)On the Aldermen to take charge of the gov- 
element of the city.

Conby let-ls bimselt incompetent to do U, and 
U>e question must go to the President. I would 
abo eUie that I have received the foHowing 
dMiiaih Iruni Andrew Johnson:

The character at thk new orgahization can- 
not be dk g n kedfrom thethonghttnl andintelli- 
gani men in the State, who aery properly regard 
It ea fraught with tacalcnlable jhe 

■caenaent originated in the puipoee to keep np 
the dktlaGtion between r*M«i Democrats and 
•wwAOii Democntt, and to Tindicate secewion- 
ket M the tme teat of Democracy, the leaders 
of the movement etill betkaing, as they haae 
declared repeatedly dnrtep the Imt flae yean, 
that the heart of Kentncky baa been from the 
beginning of the war in faaor of aeoeaaion and 
aee c aaioB prteciplea. They hold that, daring 
the war. the people arete not allowed to express 
Ihemoelaea freely aa to the meriu of the aeces- 
kon “Democrats.’* bat that the tt— baa now 
come when they can apeak oat boldly in 
rindication of the men arho took op am* 
agalnat the Goaernment. Hence the call for 
the Ik of May conaentloa. in which, aa b k 
wnll known, the aereaalnriiats alone arill partici- 
pete. Ont part of the programme of tharr on- 
ecra p e l oa a men k to avoid all i ijnesaiiiiiii con- 
demnatory of the rebeUion, wblk they con- 
etantly denounce the atrnggle on the part of 
the Ooverament oa “a war of plunder, of de- 
vnaiatien and ruin," their object being to 
the rebek, and.

Joareal and its Qncinnati co-laborer, but who 
have been retnetated and rababiliutad vrlth all 
the rigbu and franebkea of dtlseaa bv both 
the State Legislature and the Federal Executive 
amnesty, than to rit cheek by jowl with the 
Polnee, Burbridges, Fkka, Goodloee, Palmers 
Prentices, etc., of tbk Stale, althougb by the 
latter s ffl ilaOon we might ec<}aire tbs palitkal 
m imme ^gmrrre at the radicals ot the North. 

The editor of the Teoman undertakes a very 
frniUeoi and unmanly task in endeavoring to 
acooM prejudloe egeinet the aenior editor of 
the deumal by nisTtristing bk vrtth the 
nemeeof peraona vrho ere odious to the masses 
of Kentncky.

The Courant odds. ‘‘Comment on the ab)ve 
k not required.*’ With entire respect, says 
the N. T. Journal of Commerce, to our Hvrt- 
f trd cotemporary we differ from him. Com 
meat te required, and, if the statement be true- 
the oldest and moet inflaenlial Republican pa* 
per in Ccncecticnt sbonld, in our Judgment 
teed in that cemment and awake the attcolion 
of its readeta to the crime of this clergyman' 
vrfaoever and whatever be be. Metiden U one 
of the largest and most flourisbing towns in 
the Stale. Such an occurrence in a ebureb in 
that tovrn, nnrc<>aked by the citizens or by the 
officers of the law, would go far to injure the 
loyal reputation of the place a$ well as of the 
State. The probability k that there are laws 
in Connecticut reaching thk crime, which k 
neither more nor lem than Incitiag to aesaasi- 
nation.

It k the most 
common form in which crimee have I^een in- 
cited. The present attitude of many entbu- 
•kata and tenatica toward the Preaident is so 
well known that a prayer of thk kind in a New 
England church must be retrarvted as a crime of 
tbe'VTeateat torpitnde. 

But aside from the abaolntelv criminal nature 
of the oSenae, it certainly becomes the preae 
and public of Connecticut to affix upon the cler.

If the Courant and other respectable newspa- 
pers in Connecticut act with these men in polit- 
ical organisation, if they fail to take open and 
distinct ground agaiurt them, they become 
ebarere in the moral vrrong, and will justly sub- 
ject themselves to the imputation of being ene.
